im terms, occur in many of the single publications and in a few of the reports, 
notably those dealing with the outlook and the agricultural situation. 

To these duties more recent ones have been added. The Bureau now 
acts as the coordinating agency of the Department in formulating national 
Bprogroms, and it shapes progrems for dealing with public agricultural prob- 
Bons including the economic use of land, und watersheds, soil conservation, 
Bond rural living. Many of these progrems are made under euthority contained 
in special acts - the Benkheed-Jones Farm Tenant Act, the Watcr Facilities 
P Act, the Flood Control Act, and the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment 
Acts, ond the Sugar Act of 1937. 

In the development of the modern agricultural system a larger and 
merzer part is being played by farmers in locel units, like courlties, in 
shaping long-time progrems for their farming and for the agriculture of the 
Punit. <A primary duty of the Bureau is to assemble and coordinate information

farm products. Together with the more complete situation reports on 
individuel commodities, they furnish a means of keeping up to date on the 
outlook for farm products batween issues of the annual outlook report re- 
ieasea in’ November of erehn year. The first of these two general situation - 
reports is desiencd particulerly for farmers, while the second is adapted 
to the requirements of economists, extension workers, and business mene 


The Agriculture] Situation - A printed periodical issued about the 
10th of eech month. Contains very brief summuries of the prico and pro- 
duction situctions for the-more important farn eae and a limited 
number or tabiés enabling tne reador te keep up to. date’ on the current apri- 
cultural situation. Brief articles dealing with current economic vroblems 
OF Ogriculture are.included. This publication is designed primarily for 
those who are interested in following the general situation for agriculture 
from a non-technicel standpoint. Free distribution is limited to U. S. 
Department of Agriculture or State College workers or cooperators, to 
Dericulvural igbraries, “nd* the press.” Others may obtain it from the 
Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. Ce, 
at a subscription price of 50 cents a year (foreign rate 70 cents). 


The Demand and Price Situation - A mimeographed monthly review of 
the factors affccting the domestic and foreign demand for fam products, 
Sad, os ecnerol’ trends in the prices of Tarm products, wholesale prices of 
other products, and cee ae It also contains summaries of the price 
situation and dutlook for*the jor farm preducts.

The Wheat Situation - Issued about the 24th of each monthe Provides 
current information on changes in factors that affect the outlook for the 
production and price of wheat. Includes observations on foreign conditions 
as reported by the American agricultural attaches and comaissioners in 
Europe, the Oriont, and South Amcricae Data and discussion relating to rye 
aro included. 








The Cotton Situation = Issued about the 27th of cach monthe Be-= 
cause of legal limitations, no forecasts of cotton prices or domestic pro= 
duction (other then the reguler forecasts of productions released by the 
Crop Reporting Board) are included, but the report contains the basic data 
end other information bearing on the outlook, including observations of 
forcign supply end demand conditions. 


The Feed Situation - Issued about the 25th cf each month. Provides 
current information end analyses of factors affecting the outlook for 
supplies and prices of corn, oats, barley, grain sorghuns, fecdstuffs, and 
hoye Includes information on outlook for seybeans end pasture conditions 
when these are of current interest. Designed esnecially.for producers of 
livestock and livestock products and growers of feed grainse 





The Livestock Situation - Issued about the 18th of each month. Pro-= 
vides current information on factors effecting the outlook for production 
and prices of hogs, cattle and calves, and sheep ond lambs, including a 
brief review and analysis of recont developments. A brief summary of the 
wool situation is includod. The report is designed to provide farmers, exe 
tension workers, and others with a continuous source of information on the 
livestock outlook. Attention is given to each species of livestock every 
month, but in certain months the outlook for one species is featured. 


The Wool Situation = Issucd about the 9th of each monthe Is design= 
ed particularly for largo growers of ond dealers in wool, and for technical 
workers; not intended to bo a popular presentation. It contains tables 
summarizing a large part of the current informtion on wool, both domestic 
and foreigne Growers intcrested only in a very brief summary of the wool 
situation probably will find the Sheep and Lamb Situst ion better adapted to 
their requirenmtse 








The Dairy Situation - Issucd about the 16th of each month. Covers 
developments relating to butter, cheese, market milk, and cther dairy pro- 
dicts, and an analysis of the g oneral production end. price situation for 
these commoditics as a groupe 


The Poultry and Egg Situation - Issued about the first of each month. 
Contains discussions of the Significance of changes in the situstion gor 
poultry ond oggs during the past month es they affect the production and 
price outlook. 





The Fruit Situction - Issucd about the 22nd of each month, Contains 
latest available informtion on demand, production, marketings, prices, 
end. the outlook for fruitse 








The Vegetable Se wahon! - Issued about the 29th of each month. 
Covers developments with Téspect to demand, production, merketings, prices 
and outlook for vegetables. 


Ihe Tobacco Situation - Issued in Jenuary, March, July, and Septem= 
berg about the: 26th of the month. Provides currmé ‘informetion ‘on-changes 
am the. factors that affect the demand fcr end the supply and prices of the 
more important types of tobacco produced in the United States. 


The Fats and Oils Situation = Issued about the 14th of each month. 
Provides cas informticn and analyses relating to the group of 
commodities collectively designated as fats and oils, end from month to 
month features those aspects of the situation thet are erspeiatn Tis? timelye 
Report is designed principally for manufacturors, dealers, and others 
interested in, the technical phases of fats end oilse Farmers and others 
interested in following the outlook for commodities such as flax.or soy= 
beans, which are a pert of the fats ond oils situation, are referred to 
the spring and fall outlook reports or market reviews dealing with the 
commoditiese 


OUTLOOK REPORTS 


The Agriculturel Outlook Report (Annual) - Available in November ench 
yeare It is prepared by saa of vise and economic specialists in 
the Bureau, with the assistance of representatives from other Bureaus in 

the Department and from the Land=Grant Colleges. After the individual com= 
modity reports have been Bee asics they are ’criticized by the entire group 
of Department of Agriculture and Land-Groant College representatives in the 
annual Outlook Conference which is held during the last week of October or 
the first wesk of November. The Outlook Report presents statements relate 
ing to the current situation and outlook for ¢éach of the important farm 
commodities. “It is designed to bring together all the available facts that 
will help producers to make their production and marketing plans for the 
coming) year. “The Outlook Report is printed in the Miscellaneous Publication 
series for free distribution to farmers 





Seasonal Outlook Report - Special spring ond midsummer outlook reports 


have been discontinued. The informtion, however, is provided in special 
issues of the individual commodity Situation reportse 


Outlook Charts = Charts and maps on subjects covered in the outlook 
report.are issued in the form of bulletins, multilith books, and wall 
charts. .A list of these outlook charts, relating to cach annual outlook, 
is issued for the use of economic workers and teachers. Anyone may buy 
phopegrephic prints of charts or maps. Prices are: 10 cents each for

they are adjusted to equal the sales from 91 commoditics, and the sum of 
the monthly estimates for the calendar year is equal to the annual estimate 
of cash income.

Annual Roports: 


A preliminary estimate of cash income from farm marketings and Govern= 
ment payments for the calendar year is issucd about mid-August. The cstimate 
will include monthly income during the first 7 months of the year and pro= 
spective income during the last 5 months. The prospective income from August 
to December to be estimated from indicated crop conditions in the August Crop 
Report, livestock numbers on farms, and prospective demand conditions for 
the remainder of the yeare a 


A preliminary estimate of gross and cash income from sales of crops 
and home consumption on farms in the year will be issucd with the December | 
Crop Report or as shortly thereafter as possible. This report will olso con= @ 
tain an estimate of gross and cash income by States from the sale of livee- 
stock and livestock products which will be subject to revision carly in the 
next calendar yoare 


Income Parity for . Agriculture ~ In addition to the regular releases on 
current income in 1938, thore is being made available a series of historical 
releases containing estimates, for a number of farm commodities, of gross and 
cash income for the United Stetes from 1910 to date and by States for a 

east the period 1924 to 1937 and, where the data will permit, for a longer 
period. These releases will be part of the study on Income Perity for Agri-= | 
culture, which, whon completed, will provide comparable estimates for the 
United States from 1910 to date of gross and cash income, the major iteng =" 
of expenditure of farmers in carrying on their productive c .otivities, end 
of the net income of persons on farms from farming after production expenses 
are deducted. 





Farm Returns = Annual summnrics of reports of individual farmers, each 
reporting the finuncial rosults of his own farm businoss for tho calender 
year. Receipts, cxpenses and other information for described farms are 
shown as averagese Results are presented as averages in six geographic 
divisions, but not by States.. Farmers who report have farms largor than 
the averages shown by the Census of Agriculture, hence are not “average” 
in the usual sense. Broadly, they reflect the shifting conditions from 
year to year end from one section of the country to anothere Issued in 
mimeographed form for limited distribution.

COST-OF-PRODUCTION REPORTS 


Annual.estimates of the costs of producing corn, wheat, and oots, in 
groups of States, end of producing cotton in the principal States and pro- 
ducing arcas of the South, based on an annual inquiry as to the details of 
costs, on area surveys, and on other available information. Costs per acre 
are shown for cight classes of cost factors and the costs' per bushel or’ per 
pound ere computed.

THE FARM REAL ESTATE SITUATION 


The Farm Real Estate Situation is an annual report in the regular 
Circular series cf the Department of Agriculture, issued noar the close of 
the calendar year. It. covers the previous real-estate yeare It reviews 
briefly the genoral situation and discusses valucs in the separate geographi~= 
Cal divisions end States, and items like couses of change in values, change 
in farm ownership including foreclosures and forecd and voluntary sales, farm= 
mortgage credit and taxes, and other factors bearing upon the farm real estate 
Sicuetion. Free on request as long as the supply lasts.

WORLD INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


Indexes of world industrial production are compiled on a monthly 
basis; the scries extend back to 1920. Industrial output of 10 of the 
most important consuming countries is included, the index of industrial 
production for cach country being weighted by its relative importance as 
a ccnsumer of primary raw materials and foodstuffs. Data are presented 
in two series - total world production and world production excluding 
the United States. Issucd monthly in typewrittcn form only. 


BANKRUPTCIES {MONG FARMERS COMPARED WITH TOTAL BANKRUPTCIES 








This annual report shows the number of benkruptcy cases concluded 
in the fiscal year ending June 30. Tho number cof all bankruptcies, the 
number of cases involving farmers, and the percentage of such farmer banke 
ruptcies to all cases are showne The data are compiled from the annual 
reports of the Attorney General and are tabulatod by States and geographic 
divisionse Issued onnually in mimeogranhed form. Earlier date are cons 
tained in U.S.DeA. Circular Noe 414, "Farmer Bankruptcies, 1998-1935." 


DEPOSITS OF COUNTRY BANKS 


Indexes of net demand deposits of member benks of the Federal Reserve 
System, located in places of less than 15,000 population are compiled for 
three groups of States. One group consists of the 20 leading agricultural 
States, excluding Celifornia. The second groun of States includes Alabama, 
Arkensas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, Oklahoma, and 
South Carolina, The third group includes Ohio, Indicna, Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Missouri, and Nebraskae The monthly indexes have 1923-4=5 
monthly average as the base. Issued somi-annually in mimeogranhed forme 
Monthly data available in typewritten form.

FARM=POPULATION ESTIMATES 





Annual estimates are mde of tho number of persons living on farms, 
the movement from farms to towns and cities ond from towns and citics to 
fearms, as well as the number of births and deaths in farm populations 
These figures are based on returns from farmers, supplemented by vital 
statistics and census datae Beosidos the total figures for tho United States 
there are tables by gcographic divisionse Released about June 15 each year 
in mimeographed form and a summary is printed in "The Agricultural Situatione" 
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“AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS LITERATURE" 


Agricultural Economics Literature is prepared by the Library of the 
Bureau of Agricultural & Seek Its purpose is to aid agricultural -econo- 
mists in keeping abreast of the literature in their various fields at the 
Minimum expenditure of time. It attempts to record the literature relating 
to agricultural eccnomics which has been received in the library during the 
previous month. Each issue contains a few reviews of important books made 
by the specialists in tae Bureau ond elsewhere. There are descriptive notes 
and avstracts of other publications, and each issue contains the following 
regular features: State Publications issued by the State Agricultural 
Colleges, Departments of Agriculture, fgricultural eee Stations and 
Agricultural Extension Services; U. S. Department of Agriculture Publications, 
Economic in Character, Including both Printed and Mimeographed Material; a 
list of Pericdical Articles Relating to Agricultural Economics obtained by 
reading a large number of domestic ond forcign periodicals; and a Selected 
List of Recent Reviews. Lists of new periodicals and of bibliographies in 
the field of agricultural economics are included from time to time. An 
author and subject index covering the material included in each volume is 
made upon its completion, thus providing a useful key to the agricultural 
economic publications of the previous year. Agricultural Kconomics Literature 
appears every month except. July and August. It is distributed to officials, 
Federal and State workers in agricultural economics, economic libraries, and 
others who cooperate with the Department.
